priate for the Son of God to have first 
seen daylight in the royal home of the 
Emperor Augustus, or the house of the 
high priest in Jerusalem? 

All the charm of our old Christmas 
games and of our Christmas songs can- 
not hide from us the fact that, about 
the birth of Christ, lay a really depress- 
ing poverty. Every mother who has 
given life to a child and in her hard 
hour has been grateful for the skill. of 
the physician, for the cleanliness and 
warmth of her room, and for the loving 
care of her family, can understand how 
bitterly hard, and even dangerous, it 
was for Mary and the Child in this stall 
among animals at the hour of birth. 


This poverty followed Jesus through 


\ 
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life. He sought no riches nor kept any. 
The comfort and happiness of a respected 
and honored life were far from Him. 
The Son of God had no place to lay His 
head. The last route of the Passion was 
a way of contempt and shame, of pain 
and suffering. Hard as the wood of the 
crib was the wood of the cross. 

Yes, the Apostle Paul was right when 
he said, He who was rich, who possessed 
the whole glory of Heaven, became poor. 
But: how shall we understand what. im- 
mediately follows, namely that He went 
this-way of poverty for our sakes? For 
two reasons, 

When one is oppressed with severe 
physical or mental suffering he finds it 
hard: to look on those who are bursting 
with strength and health and prosperity. 
We can hardly trust ourselves to talk 
with such because we know beforehand 
that here there is no understanding of 
our troubles. But how wholly different is 
it: when, in dark situations and hours, 
we meet men who themselves have suf- 
fered, who, brother-like, can sympathize 
with ‘those who are sick or poor or in 
despair. Ah, then heart and mouth open 
up. Then we dare speak out and are 
certain that we shall be understood. 

For this cause Jesus chose the lowest 
path of humility and poverty. He would 
have nothing better than that which the 
greater part of meedy men have. He 
wished to share all experiences with us, 
hunger and thirst, temptation and lone- 
liness, pangs of body and agony of death. 
Therefore can we say when confronting 
pain and every sorrow that smites us 
down, and say it with assurance and 
comfort, “Christ knows this: Christ un- 
derstands.” He. knows the feelings of 
an anxious, tempted heart. He knows 
how the scorn and mockery, the mis- 
understanding, and the coldness of the 
world hurt. He knows how the suffer- 
ing of an anxious, tempted body can so 
flood the soul that it all but loses con- 
trol of itself. How thankful must we 
be that, in the birth of Christ, a Sav- 
iour was given us who was poor in the 
world’s goods, who could sympathize 
with our weakness because He Himself 
had tasted the giant burden of world 
misery. 


How could a mythical Baldur have 


helped us, how a world conqueror tread- 
ing carelessly over corpses, how a Greek 
favorite of the gods whose way from 
cradle to grave was one festival of love, 
of joy, of song, of dance? Who could 
open to such his burden of sorrows? 
How could a creature of dreams help 
us in the hour of temptation and de- 
spair? 

And secondly. Whoever quietly thinks 
over the whole content of the Bible must 
be struck by the fact that God, for the 
consummation of His plans, chooses the 
humble, and puts into the background 
that which passes in the world as great 
and splendid. One thinks of the mighty 
world empires, Assyria, Babylon, Egypt, 
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and Persia with their unimaginable 
riches and power. God let them grow 
up and wither, beginning meanwhile the 
preliminary work and education for a 
Saviour of the world with alittle de- 
spised people, on the hard soil of the 
Holy Land. And within this poor peo- 
ple again the humble were given prece-

The Veil of the Temple 


Unless I am mistaken, some years ago, 
there was published in the Truss an 
article giving the thickness and length of 
the veil which separated the Holy Place 
from the Holy of Holies, which was rent 
from top to bottom, when the Saviour 
cried from the cross, “It is finished.” I 
do not find any Scripture that gives this 
information. It would be greatly appre- 
ciated if-you can tell me where I can 
learn the facts regarding the above.— 
A California reader. 

\The Editors regret that they have been 
unable to find the article mentioned in 
the California reader’s letter, but some 
interesting information on the subject is 
available. In the second of his two mas- 
terly volumes on “The Life and Times 
of Jesus the Messiah,” Alfred Edersheim, 
M.A.Oxon., D.D., Ph.D., gives the fol- 
lowing figures, taken from the Talmud: 

“The Veils before the Most Holy Place 
were 40 cubits. (60 feet) long, and 20 
(30 feet) wide, of the thickness of the 
palm of the hand, and wrought in 72 
squares, which were joined together; and 
these Veils were so heavy, that, in the 
exaggerated language of the time [pre- 
sumably the language of the Talmud], 
it needed 300 priests to manipulate each. 
If the Veil was at all such as is described 
in the Talmud, it could not have been 
rent in twain by a mere earthquake or 
the fall of the lintel, although its com- 
position in squares fastened together 
might explain how the rent might be 
as described in the Gospel. 

“Indeed, everything seems to indicate 
that, although the earthquake might fur- 
nish the physical basis, the rent of the 
Temple-Veil was— with reverence be it 
said — really made by the Hand of God. 
As we compute, it may have been the 


time when, at the Evening-Sacrifice, the 


officiating Priesthood entered the Holy 
Place, either to burn the incense or to 
do other sacred service there. To see

have understood that it meant that God’s 
Own Hand had rent the Veil, and for 
ever deserted and thrown. open the Mast 
Holy Place where He had so long dwelt in 
the mysterious. gloom, only lit up once a 
year by: the glow. of the censer of him 
who made atonement for the sins of 
the people.” 

Dr. Edersheim’s interpretation of ‘the 
event is in full accord with the Book 
of Hebrews, the great Scriptural ex- 
position of the meaning of the types of 
the ‘Tabernacle and the Temple which 
were fulfilled in Christ. The rending 
of the veil occurred simultaneously with 
His death on the cross. It is recorded 
by Matthew, Mark, and Luke, Matthew’s 


account being as follows: “And, behold, 


the veil of the temple was rent in twain 
from the top to the bottom; and the 
earth did: quake, and the rocks rent” 
(27:51).. The veil is. mentioned three 
times in. Hebrews. Our hope in Christ 
is “as an anchor of the: soul, both sure 
and stedfast, and which entereth into 
that within the veil; whither the fore- 
runner: is for us entered, even Jesus” 
(6:19, 20). It occurs again in a brief 


description of the Tabernacle (9:3). And . 
finally the rent veil is interpreted for 


us: “Having therefore, brethren, bold- 
ness to enter into the holiest by the blood 


of Jesus, by a new and living way, which 


he hath consecrated for: us, through the 
veil; that is to say, his flesh; and having 
an high priest: over the house of God; 
let us draw near with a true heart in 
full assurance of faith, having our hearts 
sprinkled from an evil conscience, and 
our bodies washed with pure water” 
(Heb. 10: 19-22). 

At this Christmas season, when we 
think especially of the birth of the Lord 


Jesus, it is glorious to remember that 


“this is a faithful saying, and worthy of 
all acceptation, that Christ Jesus came 
into the. world to save sinners” (1 Tim.

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You Hear It at Christmas 


How the world's most famous chorus 


came into being 











OR almost two centuries, British and 
American choirs have been singing 
Handel’s “Hallelujah,” the world’s 

faost fameus chorus from the world’s 
most famous oratorio. During the Christ- 
ffias season, with which it has become 
inseparably connected, although it was 
originally performed at Easter time, its 
triumphant paean is heard over all the 
Jand in churches, in concert halls, and 
over the radio. Attendance at a yule- 
tide performance of the “Messiah” of 
Handel has become for many a religious 
rite, annually repeated, which illumi- 
nates for them the central meaning of 
the ‘Christmas event. 

Perhaps no other musical-composition 
has had a more interesting origin and 
history, and certainly no other has 
earned so much in the cause of charity. 
Like most of the great works of art, it 


‘ grew out of the crushed soul of the art- 


ist. In 1737, Georg Friedrich Handel was 
completely ruined. His ventures in 
opera production in London had not 

only swept away his savings of £10,000, 
bat had incurred a debt of almost that 
amount. In addition to financial distress, 
he suffered an attack of paralysis, which 
was later cured, however, at the waters 
of Aix-la-Chapelle. In vain he strug- 
gled for four years to recoup his losses, 
hounded by creditors, afflicted with gout, 
and ‘threatened with blindness. The 
fickle public had turned from his operas 
to those of his Italian rivals. 


The Flame of Inspiration Kindled Anew 
‘Just as Scott, forced by Byron’s suc- 
céss ‘in narrative poetry, turned to the 
ngvel arid found in that tnedium his real 
strength, so Handel turned to the oratorio 
‘ahd “in the development of this form 
achieved his true destiny. 
- fo the despondent and broken com- 
poser, pompous Charles Jennens one day 
brought the libretto of the “Messiah.” 
It is now doubted that this foppish and 
conceited aristocrat arranged the incom- 
parable lines, which critics generally 
to Jennens’ secretary, a humble 
clergyman by the name of Pooley. 

‘It does not greatly matter, for the 
libretto is simply an arrangement of 
pagsages from the King James Bible. 
At least Jennens brought the words to 
Handel. And the living, beautiful words 
kindled in the mind of the master a 
flame of inspiration that burned intensely 
during the twenty-four days of its com- 
position when he did not leave the house, 
one of the greatest feats of sustained 
effort in the history of musical creation. 





BOS TOn

All music-loving Christian people 
are familiar with Handel’s great 
“Hallelujah Chorus,” but many may 
not know the interesting circum- 
stances surrounding its writing. 
Those who have often heard it will 
‘listen to it with added enjoyment 
after reading this sketch by_the pas- 
tor of the First Baptist Church, Port 
Jefferson, Long Island. Mr. Ingles 
is the author of the Christian novel, 
“The Silver Trumpet,” which centers 
around Wheaton College. 








For twenty-four days Handel trod the 
heights, He was deeply moved during 
its composition. Once his servant found 
him at his desk with tears streaming 
down his cheeks after he had been 
working on the aria, “He was despised 
and rejected of men.” And concerning 
the composition of the “Hallelujah” 


‘chorus, Handel claimed, “I did think I 


did see all Heaven before me and the 
great God Himself.” 

And those who first heard it were 
moved by it. It was for the benefit of 
men imprisoned for debt that the world 
premiére of the “Messiah” was given. The 
oratorio was first produced in Dublin 
on April 13, 1742. The new Musick Hall 
in Fishamble Street was crowded. Seven 
hundred seats sold at a guinea each, a 
price seldom equaled for a musical 
event. The ladies were requested not to 
wear hoops, and the gentlemen to come 
without swords. In this way an addi- 
tional one hundred persons were accom. 
modated, though hundreds waited vainly 
in the streets. 

The Dublin Gazette published, and re- 
porters carried to London, stories of the 
success of this new work by Handel. 
It was nevertheless with no great an- 
ticipation that the perfumed George II, 
surrounded by his powdered and pam- 
pered court, attended the first London 
performance. But when voiees and in- 
struments burst into the great “Hallelu- 
jah,” the indifferent monarch, and with 
him the whole audience, rose in an un- 
controllable and unpremeditated tribute 
to the power of the grand chorus, a 
tribute quite different from the now 
traditional, and often formal gesture of 
respect at this point in the oratorio. 

The original productions had none of 
the sensational characteristics of mass 
music on the grand scale so often asso- 
ciated with its rendition in later years, 
An Qid print shows Handel among_his 
musicians with a total force, vocal and 


instrumental, of forty-three, a far cry 
from the thousands of voices rising: in 
tumultuous rhythms in the Crystal 
Palace during a nineteenth century Han- 
del Festival. 

The first American performance was 
given in January of 1770, when sixteen 
numbers from the score were rendered 
at a concert sponsored by Mr. William 
Tuckey, clerk of Trinity Church in New 
York. Probably only a harpsichord was 
used for accompaniment. But it was 
not long until America was rivaling 
England in the size and number of choirs 
rendering the famous work. 

Oratorio societies began to spring up 
in almost every city, and the annual 
production of the “Messiah” became the 
chief event in their season. In 1911 it 
was rendered in German by the A Capella 
Choir of Milwaukee to the largest audi- 
ence ever assembled in that city for a 
musical event, music lovers coming from 
a radius of a hundred miles to hear the 
oratorio translated back into the native 
language of the composer. 


More Than Entertainment 


In December, 1917, twenty-five years 
ago, with the world then as now in 
a violent life-and-death struggle, the 
nations raging and the people imagining 
a vain thing, the annual performance of 
the great oratorio was given in New 
York as usual. The reporter describes 
the crowd as “such an audience ag no 
other musical event summons, a dis- 
tinctly religious gathering, for the most 
part, but representative of all classes, 






from the middle-aged men and women’ 


who follow the score with stiff fore- 
fingers . . . to such persons as the young 
man with the rubber-tired spectacles 
who sat in a rear row and inquiréd 
of his companion, ‘Say, Mary, what is 
this ‘Messiah piece anyhow?’ ” 

If the great oratorio loses its power 


to grip the hearts of men, perhaps it. 


will be the result of such ignorance of 
the mighty story about which the music 
Was woven and which it was intended 
to portray. When Lord Kinnoul congrat- 
ulated Handel upon its production, say- 


ing, “Mr. Handel, you have provided a 


noble entertainment for the town,” he’ 


replicd, “My lord, I should be sorry to 
think it was only an entertainment, I 
intended to make them better.” 

For the experience had made him a 
different man. He could never be the 
same after that majestic vision. Even 


in the midst of poverty at the timé, he. 


thought of the benefit it might bring 
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to others. Given originally to free 
debtors in prison, repeatedly for the 
Foundlings Hospital in London, and 
finally donated to them at his death, it 
exemplifies the very essence of Christ- 
mas in the Christian charity of its 
service. 

Even when blindness came upon Han- 
del during his closing years, he sat at 
the organ for its performance to the 
very end. In April, 1759, a week before 
his death, he played the organ and led 
the chorus in the music that had opened 
Heaven to his spiritual sight. Critics 
said following this performance that he 
had never been more magnificent in the 
possession of his mature and brilliant 
technique. Never had he brought such 
emotional splendor from the organ. 

After it was over, he collapsed and 
was taken to his house in Brooke Street. 
Not on Good Friday as he had hoped, 
but the following day he died. The com- 
position of the “Messiah” had been the 
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turning point in his life and had brought 
to him his most enduring fame. 

Perhaps no other musical composition 
has a greater or more significant mes- 
sage for our time. One feels a peculiar 
fitness in the rolling quavers of the bass 
aria, “Thus saith the Lord, I will shake 
all nations,” in view of the shaking now 
taking place. There is an unearthly 
majesty in the sudden outburst of praise 
to the One whose. Kingdom shall never 
end: “Wonderful! Counsellor! The 
mighty God! The everlasting Father! 
The Prince of Peace!” And the quiet 
promise of comfort and pastoral peace 
breaks upon the longing heart with in- 
conceivable beauty: “He shall feed His 
flock like a shepherd.” 

As long as the “Messiah” is sung, men 
will hear in matchless music the very 
heart of the Christian message. And 
eventually the “gross darkness” will give 
way to a “great light.”

The Testimony of the Shepherds 


By Arthur Hedley 

















HE shepherds who journeyed to 

Bethlehem to see the holy Babe 
were the first Christian evangelists. On 
arriving at the stable they told the story 
of the angel’s visit, of his declaration 
that “a Saviour, which is Christ the 
Lord” was born in a manger at Bethle- 
hem, and of that glorious heavenly host 
which praised and glorified God and 
sang its song of “peace, good will toward 
men” (Luke 2:10-14). On that first 
Christmas morning they testified to the 
Saviourhood of thé newly-born Babe, 
and in this they set. us an example. 
Christmas should not be regarded merely 
as a time of good will and festivity, but 
as an occasion to witness for Christ and 
to lead others to trust in Him, as their 
Saviour. There is an increasing ten- 
dency to devote Christmas to nativity 
plays, to oratorios, and .to neglect the 
primary mission of the Church, namely, 
to. proclaim the Saviourhood of Christ, 
and to bring home to the hearts of men 
and women their deep and desperate 
need of a Saviour. 

Let us look into this incident more 
closely, for it is full of significance to 
those who seek to win others for Christ. 
It ‘was while the shepherds were faith- 
fully guarding their flock that they were 
enveloped in a dazzling blaze of glory 
and “the angel of the Lord came upon 
them.” It is not surprising that they 
were dismayed and distressed, and per- 
haps wondered if the last day had come. 
But the angel bade them dismiss their 
fears; he was the bearer of the greatest 
and gladdest news that had ever been 





given to man. He declared that there 
was born “in the city of David a Sav- 
iour, which is Christ the Lord.” At this 
very moment lying in a manger was the 
world’s Redeemer, who had left His 
home in glory and become incarnate 
that He might become “the Saviour of 
the world” (1 John 4:14). Truly this 
was glad tidings, for man’s deepest and 
greatest need is of One to save him from 
the guilt, penalty, and slavery of sin. 
Many in their pride of heart profess 
to have no need of a Saviour. Man is 
so reluctant to confess he cannot save 
himself or the world. Until a man comes 
to realize his failure and need, he 
proudly thinks he can save himself by 
his own self-efforts. By setting up a 
low standard he justifies himself in his 
own sight, even as the Pharisee justified 
himself by using the publican as his 
standard of conduct (Luke 18:11, 12). 
When we ask the man. who is trusting 
to his own good works for salvation, 
why Christ came into the world, and 
suffered on the cross, he is embarrassed 
and silent. If Christ did not come into 
the world to save.sinners then His in- 
carnation, His death, His resurrection, 
and ascension are purposeless and mean- 
ingless: .To those who see, and know 
their need the message of the angel is 
indeed, “good tidings of great joy.” 
But we notice that the shepherds not 
only heard the good news, they went 
to Bethlehem to confirm it for them- 
selves. They were not skeptical in the 
least; it was their faith which moved 
them to action. They did not say, “Let 
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us go and see if this is true,” but, “Let 
us now go... and see this thing which 
is come to pass.” Had they remained 
on the hillside it is possible that they 
would have wondered whether it was 
not an illusion, and faith would turn to 
doubt. Others would regard their story 
as incredible: When faith was confirmed 
by sight then faith became fact.: ‘The 
birth of the Saviour was now an ‘his- 
torical fact, a reality to these shepherds, 
for with their own eyes they had seen 
the “Saviour, which is Christ the Lord.” 


Faith is confirmed by action. Many 
believe Christ was born at Bethlehem, 
even as they believe David was born 
there, but it doesn’t make the slightest 
difference to them, it has no effect upon 
their lives. Christ is not a reality to 
them because belief is a mere formal 
thing to them; they haven’t acted upon 
it by resting their souls for time and 
eternity upon the Word of God. Faith 
becomes a_ living, vital, transforming 
thing when we act upon it. When real- 
izing our sense of sin and helplessness 
we go to the cross and see the Sav- 
iour suffering, dying for us, then He be- 
comes so much more to us, then His 
presence within becomes as real as our 
own existence. It is not sufficient to 
hear about the birth of the Saviour, even 
from the lips of angels; we must see and 
know Him as our all-sufficient Redeemer 
and Lord. 


Though Christ a thousand times in 
Bethlehem be born, | 

If He’s not born in thee, thy soul is still 

forlorn, 

The glad and glorious Evangel pro- 
claimed by the angel was too good to be 
kept a secret; yea, the shépherds be- 
lieved . it was something everybody 
should know. Had they not been told 
the good tidings “shall be to all peo- 
ple”? . Thus when they had seen the 
holy Babe born under circumstances ex- 
actly as described by the angel,-they 
“made known abroad the saying which 
was told them concerning this child.” 
Imagine for a moment the scent. Per- 
haps it is early morning when the peace 
of the inn is disturbed by these shep- 
herds. Upon their faces is an eager, ex- 
pectant look. They have come to the end 
of the quest, for probably the keeper 
of the inn has told them the Babe they 
seek lies in the manger. Travelers 
awaken and ask the meaning. of the 
shepherds’ visit. They remember the 
weary, expectant mother seeking ~ pri- 
vacy, rest, and quietness in the crowded 
inn. The eagerness of the shepherds 
arouses interest and they follow them 
into. the stables at the back. The shep- 
herds having seen the Babe, make 
known “the saying which was told them 
concerning the child.” 


What a story they had to tell, and 
with what enthusiasm and rapture they 
would tell it! ‘They would make the 


astounding announcement-_that this small 
bundle of human flesh, lying in the rude 
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Cradle, was none other than the long- 
expected Messiah, Christ the Lord. Yea, 
He was the Saviour of the world, and 
the tidings of His advent meant joy not 
to the Jews only but to all people. The 
sacred record tells us “they that heard 
it:-wondered at those things which were 
told them by the shepherds.” It is im- 
possible to trace out the effects of the 
shepherds’ testimony to the coming of 
Christ, the Saviour of the world. Some 
would be skeptical, others would be in- 
terested and thoughtful. A few at least 
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would accept the word of the shepherds, 
and would téll the glad news to others. 
Those who were spared to see Christ in 
later years, as He taught and healed, 
would recall the morning of His birth, 
and the words of the shepherds. If we 
could trace out the influence of the tes- 
timony of those simple peasants we 
should probably be amazed. 

When Christian men and women out 
of the fullness of experience speak with 
earnestness and enthusiasm of things 
“heard and seen,” then their words are

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laden with convicting and converting 
power, and souls are influenced for time 
and eternity. Read the testimony of 
Peter before the Sanhedrin and of Paul 
before Agrippa (Acts 4:7-20; 26:1-23), 
and note how much they speak of things 
which they had seen and heard. The 
reason so many Christian workers are 
so ineffective is because they lack a 
real personal experience of Christ’s sav- 
ing power, and of His transforming 
friendship. When the word of truth is 
backed by an experience of its reality’ 
and power, then there is an indefinable 
something in the preacher or teacher 
that arrests his hearers and compels them 
to take notice. 


Our experience of Christ should be so 
nuch deeper, richer, fuller, than thatof the 
shepherds, for we hold in our hand the 
New Testament which gives the full rec- 
ord of Christ’s incarnation, His victory 
over death, His ascension and exaltation, 
His gift of the Holy Spirit, and of the 
mighty works achieved through His 
apostles, and His work of intercession 
on our behalf in Heaven. We know the 
joy of pardon and sonship, the blessed- 
ness and power of union with Christ, 
the reality of His indwelling. We have, 
so much more cause for “glorifying and 
praising God” than the shepherds. “Ran- 
somed, healed, restored, forgiven, who 
like thee His praise shall sing?” Let 
us glorify Him this Christmas by bear- 
ing our glad testimony to His. Saviour- 
hood, and to the reality of His pres- 
ence and power in our own personal 
experience.

Approach to the Lesson 


MILLIONS of earth’s inhabitants 
this Christmas will be the saddest 
they have ever known. Celebrated 
as the birthday of the Prince of Peace, 
it seems almost mockery in a world torn 
by strife and deluged with blood. But 
the reason is plain to all who believe the 
Word of God. He who came to speak peace 
to our troubled race was rejected from 
the very first. There was no room for 
Him in the inn. Herod sought to slay 
Him as a child. His own townsmen would 
have hurled Him from the top of the 
cliff, or Mount of Precipitation, to the 
vale below (Luke 4:29). He was “de- 
spised and rejected of men” (Isa. 53:3) 
as He went about doing good (Acts 10: 
38), and at last, spurned by His own 
nation, He was crucified on a Reman 
cross and buried in a borrowed tomb. 
But, thank God, He lives again, and 
some glad day will return in glory, to 
fulfill all the predictions of the prophets 
of old and ratify the angels’ message, 
that it is through Him alone peace shall 
come to earth, and good will be the 
portion of all men. 
The story of the birth of Christ is

ever new.. It is a privilege to pause in 
the stress of modern life and go back 
in spirit to stand by that manger bed and 
gaze again upon that lovely Babe, who is 
God manifest in flesh. In all the annals 
of earth, there is nothing else to be com- 
pared with it. Heathen mythologists, in- 
spired by Satan, sought to imitate it by 
grotesque and corrupt tales of women 
who became mothers of demigods by 
association with the grossly carnal deities 
of paganism. But these were the Devil’s 
counterfeits, designed, as Justin Martyr 
said, to blind men to the truth when at 
last the promised Seed of the woman 
was revealed. It was by the direct cre- 
ative power of God, working through His 
Holy Spirit, that the blessed Virgin Mary 
(Luke 1:48) became the mother of our 
Lord. His incarnation was the first step 
in the fulfillment of the program of re- 
demption. Bethlehem was the prelude 
to Calvary. 


The Historical Setting 


It always seems strange to some that 
the date of our Lord’s birth is given in 
our Bible chronology as 4 or 5 B.C. But 
the reason is simple. In arranging the 
Christian calendar a mistake was made 
as to the exact year of the death of 
Herod the Great. Later, research proved 
that he died 4 B.C., and we know the 
birth of Jesus Christ was ‘sometime 


earlier, as it was this Herod who com- 
manded the destruction of the babes of 
Bethlehem, in order to put the Lord Jesus 
out of the way. We do not know the exact 
time of the year when Christ's birth 
took place, 


Verse by Verse 


Luke 2:8.—“Shepherds abiding in the 
field.” Across the road from Bethlehem 
there are still wide pasture lands where 
shepherds tend their flocks. It is sel- 
dom, however, that they keep them out 
in the open as late as December, al- 
though this sometimes happens. 


Verse 9.—“The angel of the Lord... 
the glory of the Lord shone... and 
they were sore afraid.” The awe-inspir- 
ing events of that wondrous night, at 
first, filled the hearts of the simple shep- 
herds with fear. Their reaction was 
akin to that of Jacob, when the Lord 
appeared to him in Luz, and he changed 
its name to Bethel (Gen. 28:16, 17). The 
revelation of the supernatural to men 
causes them to realize their own little- 
ness and unworthiness. 


Verse 10.—*Good tidings of great joy, 
which shall be to all people.” The angel’s 
proclamation was one of gladness. The 
long-awaited hour had struck for the 
fulfillment of the prophetic word as to 
the advent of the woman’s Seed, who

was to bruise the serpent’s head (Gen. 
3:15) and bring in blessing for all the 
world (Gen. 12:3), for Abraham’s Son 
and the woman’s Seed are one and the 
same. 


Verse 11—“Born this day in the city 
of David a Saviour.” Long centuries 
before, Micah the prophet had foretold 
the exact city where this promised De- 
liverer was to be born (Mic. 5:2). Now 
the word had been fulfilled. He who 
came to earth that night is Christ the 
Lord. Christ is the same as Messiah, 
both meaning “the Anointed.” 


Verse 12.—“Ye shall find the babe... 
lying in a manger.” Thus, in lowliest 
guise and among the humblest surround- 
ings, had the Eternal Son of the Father 
appeared on earth. He who created the 
cattle chose to be cradled in the feed- 
trough of. the creatures His own power 
had brought into being. 


Verse 13.— “A multitude of the 
heavenly host praising God, and saying.” 
We might have expected Luke to say, 
“singing.” But, singularly enough, in 
Scripture we never read of angels sing- 
ing, after that first creation anthem of 
Job 38:4-7. The new song is the ecstatic 
utterance of redeemed sinners, saved by 
grace. But doubtless the “saying” of 
the angelic hosts was in tones sweeter 
than any earthly song! 


Verse 14—*“Glory to God in the high- 
est.” God’s glory ever comes first. In 
all things He must be magnified. But 
His glory and our blessing are linked 
together. So the added words: “On earth 
peace, good will toward men.” It is a 
divine proclamation— peace offered to 
a weary, distracted world through Him, 
who is the Prince of Peace. God’s good 
will is shown in thus sending His Son 
to bring men back to Himself. But the 
peace offered will only be the portion 
of those who receive -Him. 


Verse. 15.—“Let us now go even unto 
Bethlehem.” The glorious vision past, 
the amazed shepherds determined to act 
upon the instruction given and to go to 
David’s city, that they might see for 
themselves what had come to pass. 


Verse 16.—“They came with haste, and 
found ... the babe.” Eagerly the shep- 
herds hurried to Bethlehem, located the 
particular cave-stable to which the 
angels had referred, and there met 
Joseph and his wife Mary, and with 
them the special object of their search, 
the holy child Jesus, lying, as had been 
told them, in a manger. As they gazed 
upen the beautiful infant nestled in the 
straw, they perhaps had little idea that 
they were looking upon the countenance 
of God manifested in flesh. 


Verse 17.—“They made known... 
concerning this child.” Leaving the 
stable, they went forth as the first evan- 
gelists of a new age, to tell others the

wonderful things they had heard and 
seen. 


Verse 18—“They that heard it won- 
dered.” When the strange tidings were 
carried to the friends of the shepherds, 
they wondered at what they heard. We 
are not told, however, as we might have 
expected, that many more sought out the 
holy Babe, that they might know for 
themselves the reality of what had been 
reported to them. 


Verse 19.—‘Mary kept all these things 
... inher heart.” To-the blessed mother 
of our Lord all of these events were 
confirmatory of Gabriel’s strange words 
when he appeared to her at Nazareth 
to notify her that she was chosen to be 
the mother of the Messiah of Israel, the 
Son of God (Luke 1:30-33). 


Verse 20—“The shepherds returned, 


glorifying and praising God.” To these 


men there had come the assurance that 
the Word of the Lord had been fulfilled 
and the long-expected One was in their 
midst. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


The Christmas story is not a Hebrew 
myth or Christian folklore. It is a 
blessed and glorious fact. God has actu- 
ally come down to earth and become 
incarnate in the person of the man 
Christ Jesus. In Bethlehem’s Babe we 
see deity and humanity united, never 
more to be separated. But incarnation 
alone would not save one poor sinner. 
He became man in order that He might 
give His life a ransom for many (Mark 
10:45). Apart from Calvary, Bethlehem 
would have no lasting significance. The 
Saviour born in David’s city had to die 
in order to redeem us to God.

Special Lesson Topics and Truths 

Good Will to Men, or to Men of Good 
Will? There has been considerable dis- 
cussion among critical students of this 
passage as to whether the angels told 
of God’s “good will toward men,” or 
whether they were only proclaiming 
“peace to men of gouod will.” But surely 
anyone who knows the grace of God, as 
revealed in Christ, must realize that the 
incarnation was the declaration of God’s 
good will to needy sinners. To change 
it about and make it read “peace to 
men of good will” would be to deny 
the real force of the Gospel message. 
It is not only to men of good will the 
message comes, but it is to poor, needy 
sinners, already in rebellion against 
Himself, that God is preaching peace by 
Jesus Christ. 


Is December 25 Christ’s Birthday? 
Teachers should not insist on this too 
literally. Since about the fourth cen- 
tury the Western Church has celebrated 
Christmas on December 25, in memory 
of our Lord’s birth, but it is not possible 
for anyone to prove positively that our 
Lord was born on that date. The im- 
portant thing for us to know, and which 
we need to emphasize is that “when the 
fulness of the time was come, God sent 
forth his Son” (Gal. 4:4), and through 
Him He has provided salvation for all 
who receive Him by faith as their Sav- 
iour. 


Applications and Summaries 


It is an interesting fact that although 
Micah foretold the birth of Christ as 
taking place in Bethlehem, there seemed, 
almost to the last, no likelihood that this 
would be. God used a Roman emperor’s 
command to bring Mary to Bethlehem at 
the very last moment (Luke 2:1-4) in 
order that His Word might not fail. 


To keep Christmas, and yet not to 
have received Christ as Saviour, is to 
trifle with the mercy God has mani- 
fested in the gift of His Son. Have we 
received Him, for our very own, and 
are we seeking to glorify Him in our 
ways?

You touch a spring and fhe 
monkey leaps over and drops the penny 
or other coin in the organ. Believe it 
or not, I went right up town and bought 
one for my own self. It was not Wil- 
liam H. Ridgway who bought this Christ- 
mas present for himself, but “Little 
Bill,” the kid of umpty leven years ago! 
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That is to say, there is one day in the 
year when the whole world can get back 
to those days when we were full of life 
and faith. The days when we believed 
this was a pretty good old world and 
Christmas season the best time in the 
year. The one day where no one need 
go hungry in Christian America, and 
when Sunday schools fairly hum with 
joy and expectation. 

Why, bless your heart, in those “Little 
Bill” days I belonged to-all- four Sun- 
day schools in Coatesville— largely be- 
cause of the Christmas expectation ! 


The Japanese Girl—On earth peace, 
good will toward men (v. 14). There 
is nothing sweeter and lovelier-in this 
world than little children, especially 
little girls. Yet in lands where the Lord 
Jesus is not known, a girl born into a 
family is considered a sort of calamity. 
There is a heathen proverb: “When a 
girl is born the four walls weep.” 

One day I read in the paper that a 
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great Japanese soprano had visited 
Madame Melba, and Madame Melba had 
kissed her. “That is the first time in my 
life I have ever been kissed. We.Jap- 
anese do not kiss. My husband would 
be terribly offended should I kiss him,” 
spoke the great prima donna. There was 
a pretty little Japanese girl who called 
me “Uncle Billy” because her. chum 
called me, in very truth, her “Uncle 
Billy.”. My little Japanese friend was 
very pretty and petite and most charm- 
ing. Her father had a fine store on the 
Boardwalk at Atlantic City. I called the 
father’s attention to the great .singer’s 
statement. “Is that true, Mr. Togo?” 
“Yes,” he replied, “absolutely true.” 
“Togo, do you mean to say that you 
have never kissed and fondled that lovely 
little daughter of yours?” It was true. 

No Christmas, no manifestation of love 
or “good will toward men” in heathen 
Japan. All this happened years and 
years ago, before Pearl Harbor. Togo 
went -out of business, and I have often 
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wondered what became of his lovely lit- 
tle daughter. Did Togo go back to Japan, 
and his daughter become another “Ma- 
dame Butterfly”? 


Here in America in this Christmas sea- 
son, in millions of homes the children 
will be up in a million laps crawling 
over the human frame and affection will 
be spreading itself all over the premises 
in hugs and kisses. 


Before Pearl Harbor, America had not 
known Japan. Neither did the adminis- 
tration at Washington! However, there 
are some people in Japan who are much 
better than her war lords. The same 
goes for the German and Italian people. 
At this Christmas , time, let us sing the 
angel song, “On earth peace, good will 
toward men,” and pray that a righteous 
peace’ may prevail. 


The One Letter Mother Kept.—But 
Mary kept all these things, and pon- 
dered them in her heart (v. 19).

AY, fellows, the highest born Babe 

of all the world: and all time was 
cradled in a manger: the-Son of God 
was laid upon the straw in a box 
where cattle were fed. What. one of 
you would. not say that that was an 
outrageous thing to come to pass? It 
was. We cannot imagine ourselves al- 
lowing it, if we could have been there 
to prevent it. You would say to Mary, 
that sweet, gentle mother: “Why, come 
to my house—to my own room, and 
use my bed if necessary; I'll gladly sit 
up all night that you may have it.” Of 
course you would! 

We are celebrating that lowly, high- 
born birth this Christmastide. We are 
reading and hearing again the oft-re- 
peated story of it, related in the Gos- 
pels according to Luke and Matthew. 
We can repeat almost word for word the 
account of the shepherds watching their 
flocks by night, and the appearance of 
the heavenly host: announcing the birth 
of the Saviour in Bethlehem; also the 
visit of the wise men who saw the star 
in the East. .Alk the details are very 
familiar to us, so familiar that there is 
no. longer any surprise in them. We 
have come to take them as a matter of 
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course. It happened a. long timé ago; 
there’s nothing to do about it. -Christ- 
mas is all right: wé have a holiday; We 
get presents, everybody is merry,- ahd 
we have a good time. Our only regret 
is that the time of it is short, and al- 
most before we know it we must go back 
to school or to work again. Fellows, if 
that is the only: way we think: of Christ- 
mas we are big losers, and there’s a 
serious loss to the.One whose birthday 
we celebrate. 

Let’s go back to the manger a moment. 
You say you would not have permitted 
the Son of God to be laid in a manger 
if you had been there and could have 
prevented it, even at a sacrifice to your 
own comfort. No,_of course you wouldn't. 
But are you quite sure you wouldn’t? 
Are you certain you would ‘not have 
turned away from the situation, saying, 
“What business is it of mine? Let them 
put Him on ‘the straw; it’s not so bad.” 
If you want to know just what you 
would have done, you can very quickly 
learn by a frank examination of how 
you treat the Son of God now, in your 
day—the only day. you have. That 
was in Herod’s day, in Cesar’s: day— 
nearly two thousand years ago. But this 
is your day, and Jesus Christ the Son 
of God is just as real today and has even 
a greater claim upon you than He had 
upon the innkeeper of Bethlehem. He 
does not need a bed today, or a home, 
or any physical.comfort you.could pro- 
vide. | But*He does need ~your loyalty.

}EFORE the class period ask one or_ 
more pupils who have infant ” 
brothers or sisters to bring an announce- 
ment card. If you desire to do in class" 
the handwork suggested, request pupils 
to bring old Christmas cards with the 
necessary pictures. 

Have at class several dictionaries - 
which give the meanings of common _ 
Christian names. Explain the meaning 
of your own name, and why your -par-. 
ents chose it, if you know. Ask the © 
children about theirs, and allow some 
to look theirs up in the. dictionaries. 
Using names in your class, ask several 
questions like the following: Do you 
suppose Leo’s mother thought he was 
bold like a lion when she named’ him? 
Did Barbara’s parents choose her name 
because she was wild and uncivilized? 
We pay little attention to the meaning 
of names. Our last names are no more 
appropriate: Mr. Miller may be a 
banker, and Mr. Black a light-complex- 
ioned man. ' 

But among the Hebrew people names 
were chosen according to the meaning. 
Recall Isaac’s wells which were given 
names meaning Quarreling, Hatred, and 
so on (Gen. 26: 20-22, 33). Using a Bible 
with marginal notes, show the children 
how to find the meaning of Eve’s name : 
(Gen. 3:20); then let them find Cain’s 
(4:1), Jacob’s (27:36), Judah’s (29:35); 
Joseph’s (30:24), and Moses’ (Exod. 2: 
10). God changed the names of three 
people whom we studied about in Gen- 
esis (17:5, 15; 32:28). 

Now we turn in thought to a man in” 
the New Testament. It is night, and 
the man sleeps. He is dreaming. An 
angel tells him his wife is to have a baby 
boy, and adds, “Thou shalt call his name 
JESUS: for he shall save his people 
from their sins” (Memory Verse). If 
you look in Matthew 1:21 and use the 
marginal note, you will find why-God 
chose this.name for the Baby. Who is 
the man who dreamed? Who is the 
Baby’s mother? 

Doris, did your family send relatives 
and friends cute cards telling about the 
birth of your little brother? -- (Allow 
pupil to show the class.) Mary, the 
mother of Jesus, had none of these.

it. But they believed God’s announce- 
ment of a Saviour, and were so happy 
about it that they thanked God and told 
everyone they met.

The angel’s words, “Ye shall find the 
babe,” are at once a fact to be believed, 
a command to be obeyed, and a privilege 
to be enjoyed.

OccupaTion—Sheep’ growers of Cali- 
fornia, and perhaps other states, have 
met to petition draft boards to defer 
sheep herders needed especially during 
lambing season in order that future flocks 
may be assured. About one thousand 
California men would be involved in 
this. deferment, but sheep men consider 
their request justified because the high 
school boys, and city employees, who 
helped splendidly in saving the fruit 
and vegetable, and cotton harvests, could 
not take care of this work on Saturdays 
and holidays. It. takes trained shepherds 
to care for sheep and lambs. 

The Bethlehem shepherds may not 
have had high scholastic degrees, but 
they were men for the places they oc- 
cupied, and such are the ones God calls 
into His service. 

Vision—They » were. rugged, out-of- 
doors men, mediators, men of vision; 
but on that eventful night when God’s 
glory lighted the heavens, it stirred their 
deepest fears. “All have sinned, and 
come short of the glory of God.” 

SALVATION—Yet fear was needless naw. 
Salvation was a_réality. Christ the Lord 
had come to lift trembling ones toward 
the glories and joys of the heavenlies 
which could be reached in no other way. 

HEAVENLY Joy—“There is joy in the 
presence of the angels of God” when 
you and I receive the Saviour, but per- 
haps for none but these shepherds was 
the veil of Heaven ever Opéned to Iet 
this angel happiness shine through. 

Farto—Before the shepherds saw the 
Lord they loved Him. just as we must 
do (1 Pet. 1:8). They could believe what 


the angels said, for well did they know 
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the story of fainthearted King Ahaz of 
Judea when he was facing trouble with 
a gonfederacy of nations. God had said, 
“Ask thee a sign.” When Ahaz failed 
to ask, God had promised, “The Lord 
himself shall give you a sign; ...a 
son, ... Immanuel” (Isa. 7:1-16; 59: 19- 
21; 2 Chron. 28; Eph. 3:20). Now that 
Sign, that Son, had come! 2 
Surrenper—Of course these shepherds 
would hasten to Bethlehem to present 
themselves in surrender and worship to 
the One who had brought their salva- 
tion (Rom. 6:13; 12:1, 2). 
FELLowsHIPp—Old Testament folks be- 
lieved Christ would come. We know 
He has come. The shepherds saw Him 
face to face (1 John 1:3). 
TEesTImMOoNYy—“Faith without works is 
dead,” but faith in the Saviour without 
sharing it with others is ‘just as lifeless 
(Rom. 10:9, 10).. The shepherds glori- 
fied Christ. 
REvivaL—Saved people telling of God’s 
grace has always caused wonder, but 
the most tragic wonder ofthe ages will 
come for those who will wonder why 
they failed to believe.

What Christmas Says This Year 
(Isa. 9:6, 7; 61:1-3)

Peace. His name was ‘called Jesus, be- 
cause He was to save His people from 
their sins. 4 

Here is a great answer to the question. 
we sometimes hear in these war days,

“Why does God permit all this war and 
suffering to take place?” The answer 
is that God has already given us the 
remedy: The difficulty lies in the fact 
that ‘man has not accepted God’s rem- 
edy for sin. He has turned away from 
God’s offer. Hence war and hatred and 
greed and the other fruits of sin are 
still rampant.

When Isaiah wrote the words included 
in the Scriptures chosen for our lesson, 
the coming of the Child who was to be 
the righteous Governor and the Prince 
of Peace was far distant. Yet his words 
wete spoken to comfort a people in a 
time when adversaries threatened, and 
when it seemed that few indeed were 
wholeheartedly seeking to follow God 
and to do His will. 

They come to us also in a troubled 
time, when enemies threaten our land, ~ 
and when there is a temptation to rely 
on numbers and equipment and muni- 
tions,—in fact, to rely on almost any- 
thing but God in the effort to win the 
war. Even among those who are hon- 
estly desiring that peace may come soon, 
all too often it seems that the reunion 
with loved ones, the desire to pursue 
one’s course unhampered by war restric- 
tions,, and heavy taxes are upper- 
most in the thinking rather than any 
real longing: for the rule of the Prince 
of Peace.

So, therefore, we need to see again ly 
this Christmas season the inseparable 
link between. the Lord Jesus, the Prince 
of Peace, and any measure of peace that 
this old world may enjoy. And we need 
to emphasize afresh the fact that last- 
ing’ peace cah only come to this world 
when: the Lord Jesus returns to rule 
in person on the throne of His father 
David, to. establish righteousness and 
justice.through a government that shall 
be upon His shoulders. 

There are many signs that seem to 
indicate that the time of the return of 
the Lord Jesus is not far off. Just as 
at the time of His first coming, there 
were-a few. who expected and looked 
for the “consolation of Israel,” so today 
there are some believers who keep look- 
ing.up-in a war-torn. world. We need 
not. be unmindful of the needs and de- 
mands of the. present.. But, in the very 
midst of turmoil, separation, and con- 
fusion, we.may have comfort. and 
assurance in the fact that in God’s own 
good time He will indeed again send His 
Son to bring order out of chaos, and 
peace out of war, and righteousness out 
of corruption.. Christmas brings to us 
not.only the reminder of Christ’s birth, 
1,900 years ago, but the assurance that 
God’s promises that He will come the 
second. time will also be fulfilled just 
as. literally as were those of His first 
coming. 


Meanwhile, as the second part of our 
Scripture lesson ‘reminds us, there is a 
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ministry that the Lord Jesus has for 
the present hours of suffering and un- 


certainty. As followers of His we have . 


the privilege of proclaiming this minis- 
try now to those who have not yet heard. 
He is the “good tidings” to the meek. He 
is the One who can bind up the broken- 
hearted, and set at liberty the captives 
of sin, and open the prison of those who 
have been bound by habit and igno- 
rance. What are we doing this Christ- 


_mas season to make known to others 


this Deliverer who is mighty to save, 
and who.can, in the midst of war, suf- 
fering, and separation, be their Strength 
and their Strong Tower.

When the Lord Jesus read these words 
of Isaiah (61:1, 2) in the synagogue 
during His earthly ministry, He stop- 
ped with the words, “the acceptable 
year of the Lord,” thus indicating that 
that portion of Isaiah’s prophecy that 
speaks of “the day of vengeance of our 
God” had not yet come. The “acceptable 
year” has already run for 1,900 and more 
calendar years. But there is much to 
indicate that it is fast drawing to a 
close. For.many. of our relatives and 
friends and acquaintances this war may 
bring that year to a close, and their last 
opportinity to acknowledge and receive 
the Prince of Peace as their Saviour and 
Lord will be gone forever. Let us make 
this Christmas season a time in which 
we shall make sure that everyone we 
know hears at least once the Good News 
of the Prince of Peace. We are concerned 
about the physical well being of those 
who are being separated from us. Should 
we not also be concerned with their 
spiritual welfare? What better gift can 
we share with them than God’s love 
gift?

HE mission’s boarding school was a 
good half hour’s walk from the 
church, but the girls did not mind that.

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had learned it and could recite it. 

Pastor Barkat Masih rose now. His 
full cotton trousers and long shirt, not 
tucked in, but hanging outside the 
trousers, crackled with starched, snowy 
whiteness.

She en- 
joyed the comfortable cottages of the 
boarding school where each group, or 
“family,” of girls lived and kept house 
as nearly as possible as they might in 
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their own village homes. | Yet what a 
difference there was! In Sosan’s home 
food was often scarce, and her mother 
too busy, or too careless, to pay muchi at- 
tention to having a clean house and 
courtyard. Here at the school there was 
always enough to eat of plain, but nour- 
ishing food, and each girl took her share 
of cooking, or cleaning, or bringing 
water, or making beds. 

Now on their return from the church 
service every girl was eager to help with 
getting dinner ready. 

“Sosan,” called Hashmati, one of th 
big “sisters” of her school family, “com 
and fan this fire.

the mouthpiece of God’s commands and 
counsels. And again it is Mary, in the 
sight of the world [later] suspected of 
shame, who is chosen to be the mother 
of the Saviour.. In Bethlehem, a run- 
down village, the divine Child is born 

’ and the noble, heavenly Treasure is laid 
in a cattle crib. 


What is the meaning of this peculiar 
divine law, that the poor are preferred 
to the lofty, in both Old and New Testa- 
ments, in church history of the past and 
mission history of the present? 


We can only answer that’ therein God 
announces His unconditioned authority 
in creation and history. He does not 
allow us to prescribe to him our ways. 
He goes straight through our suggestions 
and our claims on His way to His own 
goal, 

And more. He who would understand 
the ways of God must first be once thor- 
oughly frightened by the fearful power 
of egoism, desire for authority and self- 
ish thoughtlessness, of which the human 
heart the world over is capable. By sin 
all our standards and judgments are dis- 
torted. We think that that which, ap- 
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pears glorious before the world must 
also appear so before God, and that 
which is poor and humble in the eyes 
of men cannot count for much with Him, 
But God pulls down’ our proud, naive, 
cloud-castles. He lets the haughty, self- 
glorifying men go away empty-handed 
and gives to the humble His grace, His 
help, His victory. Thereby He makes 
known that true greatness is not what 
we ourselves attain, but what God gives 
to us. 

Therefore the Christ Child came, not 
into a palace but into the pitiable stall 
in Bethlehem. Martin Luther under- 
stood this and gave expression to it in 
the Iines of his Christmas hymn for chil- 
dren where he says: 

Ah, Lord, who hast created all, 

How hast Thou made Thee weak and 

small, 

That Thou must choose Thy infant bed 

Where ass and ox but lately fed. 

And then continues in explanation, 

Thus hath it pleased Thee to make plain 

The truth to us poor fools and vain, 

That this world’s honor, wealth, 

might, 

Are nought and worthless in Thy sight.

It is generally understood that 
some of the foreign missions in- 
cluded in this list have had to sus- 
pend operations temporarily, and 
that funds cannot now be sent di- 
rectly to their foreign headquar- 
ters. But the names are kept in 
the list since many have home of- 
fices to which communications may 
be directed, and in the hope that 
doors may open so that the work 
may be continued in the various 
foreign fields.

With the New Books 


“We Beheld His Glory.” By Northcote 
Deck, (Loizeaux Bros., 19 West 21st St., 
New, York City, $1.) Some books are 
sent forth as medicines, somewhat bit- 
ter perhaps, since their purpose is to 
search the conscience, but others come 
as good food for the soul. Dr. Deck 
says that the present volume of medita- 
tions is one of the latter sort,—a full 
meal on the Bread of the Word. The 
first third of it presents seven messages 
on The Son, contrasting His humiliation, 
loneliness, and passion with the glory of 
His present exaltation; and showing how, 
in a sense, redeemed though mortal man 
may even now behold that glory. 

Other messages that follow consider 
The Cross, The Paraclete; The Apostle 
to the Gentiles, The Believer, and The 
Sequel of Present Communion. From 
all of these leap sentences pointed 
enough to stick,—such as, “God asks 
for faith that does not ask for explana- 
tions.” “Christ’s robe of righteousness 
is supplied free, on the terms that we 
put on the Lord Jesus Christ day by 
day.” And, “God did not deliver the 
three Hebrew children from the furnace 
because He willed to do for them an 
ever so much greater thing.” 

The book closes with a brief history 
of the South Sea Evangelical Mission, 
of which Dr. Deck is Canadian secretary. 


On Sandals of Peace. By the Evangel- 
ical Lutheran Synod. (Concordia Pub- 
lishing House, St. Louis, Mo., 25 cents.) 
If this fine little treatise were to be 
summarized, two sentences on the first 
page would do it,—“God will bave all 
men to be saved,” and “This part of

ism, the call of the missionary nation 
with its outstanding “workers,” missions 
in the Psalms and Prophets, and then, 
the advent and work of earth’s great- 
est Missioner of all. Three chapters are 
also given to Acts, the mission book of 
the Bible, while the last message dilates 
on the “I Must,” “I Will,” and “I May” 
of missions, the Christian’s lifework. 
Each chapter is preceded by drawings 
which, if enlarged, would make a most 
remarkable set of missionary posters.

He caused me many sleep- 
less nights. I wrestled with God in prayer for that lad’s 
life— for at one time I almost despaired. He has come 
true, thanks be to God. He has been under a true spiritual 
influence and surrounded by love ever since he came to 
England, and I know he will make good. 


“I think you know that I have not had any money, 
nor asked for any, that is why I rejoiced especially over 
your gift. I have sixteen children, and they are all ‘rooted 
and grounded in Him,’ and are learning to know the Lord 
Jesus as their personal Saviour. With all my grateful thanks 
for your interest in a work which is a labor of love. I 
love each of the children God has. given me—they are 
His gift. My precious son was killed in 1941— ‘The Lord 
gave, and the Lord hath taken away.’ All these children 
are mine from Him to nurse for Him—they have all my 
mother love and all I have to give, but oh! how well worth 
while in the light of eternal things.”
